Marriage between parties either of 
whom has a husband or wife living and 
who bas been divorced for any cause 
whatever, including that of adultery, 
will not be permitted hereafter in the 
Protestant Episcopal church if the new 
canon recommended by the commission 
on marriage and divorce is adopted by 


The adoption of the new canon will be 
recommended by a commission com- 
posed of five bishops, five priests, and 
fiye laymen. 

Formerly More Lenient. 

The law of the Protestant Episcopal 
church has hitherto allowed marriage of 
the innocent party in a divorce secured 
on the ground of adultery. 

“Divorce is increasing by leaps and 
bounds, especially in the western states, 
the report says. “In the opinion of 
experienced lawyers collusion is widely 
prevaient and it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to determine the innocence of 
either party to a divorce.

It is impossible, even in this open coun- 
try, to see more than a fraction of the 
regained ground from any one spot. Bach 
new division coming up must pass over 
miles of captured German trenches be- 
fore reaching the battle line. Long be- 
fore they are under shell fire they are 
already on ground held by the Germans 
two months ago. 

The inspiring effect of this is such that 
the fresh troops can hardly be held back 
in reserve, but want to push on in emula- 
tien of the troops already gone before. 

If there is anything in numbers, equip- 
ment, and determination the British will 
succeed, When I asked about peace, they 
said what every one says in France: 

“ Time enough to talk about peace when 
the Germans are back in Germany.” 


Vast Number of Troops. 

If the censor will permit me to say so, I 
believe Great Britain has enough troops 
in France to advance on the whole 100 
mile front as much as on the Somme. 
Von Wiegand has said that the Germans 
jealously guarded their soldiers.

The answers to this very mild protest would not 
have been sent to or accepted by the republic of 
Ban Marino. The English are fond of saying that 
after Germany's violation of the Belgian treaty the 
German word never again can be accepted at its 
face value, but in the trade war which will surely 
follow this, can we ever be sure that British mer- 
chants are not kept informed by their postal authori- 
tien of the private business affairs of their American 
competitors?

Until the quiet removal of her husband, 
the late Baron Mohrenheim, from the post 
of Russian ambassador in Paris, under 
circumstances which did not admit of his 


much attention and of favor on the part 
of most of the reigning houses of Europe. 
But after the baron's downfall she passed 
out of sight of them all save that of the 
wid cesarina, who never forgot that 
she to her her own singularly 
happy marriage, and who furnished her 
with a pension, which allowed her to live 
in comfort for the remainder of her days. 
For Baron Mohrenheim left ne fortune; 
indeed, nothing but debts. 

The baroness belonged to the ancient’ 
baronial house of Korff and was a grand- 
daughter of that Gen. Baron Korff of 
the Russian army who played an im- 
portant role in Paris as one of the prin- 
cipal members of the Muscovite em- 
darsy there during the closing years of 
the reign of Louis XVI. . 
The general's wife, Baroness Korff, 
one of the most in tina te friends of Queen 
Marie Antoinette, and it may perhaps 
be recalled that when the latter made her 
ill fated attempt to escape from the Ter- 
rorists, with the king and their children 
and they were caught at Varennes by their 
pursuers, she took the name of Baroness 
Korff and traveled in the carriage of the 
baroness, its panels emblazoned with the 
Korff arma.

During the early period of the impris- 
onment of Louis XIV. and of Queen Marie 
Antoinette they were grieved because the 
young deuphin could not get eufficient ex- 
ercise. So Gen. Korff with some diffi- 
culty arranged that the dauphin should be 
brought on certain days a week to the 
Russian embassy: then called the Hotel 
des Czars, where he was able to spend the 
afternoon in playing in the extensive gar- 
dens of the mission with a young boy of 
his own age.
